Sadat, Begin Visits Are Test of Carter Policy

WASHINGTON, April 6 (WP) — 
President Carter, beset by a string 
of foreign policy setbacks, is to wel- 
come . Presidem Anwar Sadat of 
Egypt here tomonw- for the first 
stage of an attempt to change hU 


luck by instilling new vigor into the 
^t 


stalled Middle tast peace process. 

Mr. Sadai is lo be followed a 
week later Prime Minister Mena- 
cheoi Begin of Israel. For Mr. 
Carter, their vbits are an opportuni- 
ty of almost make-or-breu dimen- 
sions to pull off.the kind (rf diplo- 
matic uiumph he badly needs to ar- 
rest rapidly eroding confidence in 
his conduct of U.S. foreign pol^. 

Conversely, if Mr. Carter fails to 
the E^tian-lsraeli negotia- 
timas out of what is widely re^rded 
as staggi^g toward collapse, the 
result is likely to be a rapid acceler- 
ation of the president's plunging 
credibility, domestically and 
abroad. 

The talks, which concern the fu- 
ture status ^ lands taken by Israel 
'in its past wars against the .Arab 
world, have' been snagged for al- 
most 10 months over issues whose 
negotiating subtitles' — land, water, 
security, adminisirarn'e power —■ 
contain only the barest hint of the 
emotion and controvers>' they pro- 
voke among both Arabs and Is- 
raelis. 

As one of Mr. Sadat’s chief ad\’is- 
ers, Osama El-Baz. told reponers in 
a meeting here last week, the negoti- 
ations so far have made no progress 
beyond forming' subcommittees to 
wrestle with pumly procedural is- 


sues. 


Carter's Stakes 


For Mr. Carter, the stakes in- 
volve the future of his greatest for- 
«gn poiicy achievement — the dra- 
matic process that began at his 
Camp- David summit meeting in 
1978 with Mr. Begin and Mr. ^at 
and that led to the Egyptian-lsraeli 
peace treaty last year. 

Now. Mr. Carter is under intense 
pressure to come up' with the com- 
pletion of an Egyptian-lsraeli agree- 
ment on a system of limited self- 
govemmeni for the Palestinian in- 
habitants of the Israeli-occupied 
West Bank and Gaza Strip territo- 
ries. 

In the U.S. pdicy view. 'such an 
accord is especially urgent now in a 
region wheie the three-decade-old 
tensions of the Arab-Israeli c<»f1ict 
have bent complicated and hdght- 
ened by the crises in Iran and Af- 
ghanistan. 

The successful conclusion of an 
autonomy agreement for the occu- 

S ied temtones theoretically would 
elp to defuse the volatile PalestiiU- 
an issue and draw those moderate 
Islamic countries that have re- 
mained aloof from the peace pro- 
cess toward coming to terms with 
Israel and cot^eraiing more closely 
v<th U.8. efforts to wt the spread 
0. Soviet influence in the huddle 
■ East and souihwesiem Asia. 

Despite the cheery reassurances 
of U.S. mediators, the autonomy 
talks are approaching the May 26 
u^t date for their completion 
with Egypt and Israel so far apart 
that almost no one believes they can 
be rmished on time. 

Mr. El-Baz asserted that there is 
still a vast gap between- E^pi's de- 
mand that the inhabitants of the oc- 
cupied territories be ^ven self-gov- 
ernment rights that would n^e 
them almost compleidy autono- 
mous from Israel, and Israel’s deter- 
Riinaiicm to limit the powers of any 
self-gpvemiog authority so severely 
that it could not serve as the eventu- 
al nucleus of an independent Pales- 
tinian state. 

If the Israeli liew' prevails. Mr. 
El-Baz said, the results would be 
unacceptable in the .Arab world. 
Any seu-goveming authority creat- 
ed by the negotiations would be re- 
garded as an Israeli puppet, he 
warned, and the Palestinians would 
refuse to vote for its members, serve 
in its "adaiinistraiion or cooperate 
with its actions. 

Mr. El-Baz said that Mr. Sadat is 
coming to Washington in the expec- 
tation that Mr. Carter will use the 
talks to Find ways of bridging the 
^ between the Israeli and Egyp- 
tian positions enought to alio«‘ a 
burst of progress by May 26. 

Even then, he said, the Egyptians 
believe the talks will come down to 
the target date with "two or three of 
the toughest issues still unresoh'ed." 
and (hat another sununii between 
Mr. Caito'. Mr. Sadat and Mr. Be- 
^ then will be required. 

If genuine process is being made 
by May 26. Mr. u-Baz said, E^pt 
would be w-illing to keep negotiat- 
ing beyond that date, but "in the 
atmnee of such progress." Egg>pt 
would he unwilling to keep the talks 
going on “an open-ended basis."

Shah, Sadat Assailed in Campus Protests 


Islamic Zealots Growing Bolder in Egypt

Egypt’s young IsJajnic zealots, u'ith 
the dqxKed shah of Iran as a new 
target and a dead worker as their 
first declared martyr, are becoming 
increasingly bold in their opposi- 
tion to I^esidenl Anwar Sadat and 
1^ pro-Wesiem policies. 

Tlie organized moi'ements of 
Moslem fundamentalbm are riding 
a wave of Islaimc fervor washing 
across Egypt and the Middle East 
from the example of Iran. Although 
they have only a limited following 
so far in E^t. the extremists pose 
a challenge io>Mr. Sadat's govern- 
ment because of their potential for 
arousing mob power in the streets 
of Cairo or on uniii’ersiiy campuses. 

The move into the open also 
coincides with a renewal of suspi- 
doQ and bitterness betw-een Egypt's 
Moslem majority and its Coptic 
Christian ounority despite Mr. Sa- 
dat's careful efforts to preserve a 
heritage of conunuMl hannony. 
Many Copts are saying that the 
problem hu arisen precisely be- 
cause of the increasing app^ of 
Moslem extremism. 

Last lliursday. an estimated 
S.000 Moslem students took over 
the university in Asyut. 235 miles 
south of Cairo, for a round of 
speeches, marching and chanting 
that indud^ anti-Christian q)i- 
thets. anti-Sadat ■ slogans and re- 
peated calls for the expulsion of 
Mohammed Reza Pahlari, (be ail- 
ing shah, from Egypt. 


“Oh pharaoh of this agf^ we don't 
want the ■ 


shah in Egypt,*; the stu- 


dents cried, addressing Mr. Sadat as 
an ancient Egyptian despot in a 
chant that rang out in appealing 
thyme in Arabic. “The blood of 
Moslem youth will not be an offer- 
ing for Sadat and the shah,“ they 
proclaimed. 

During a similar demonstration 
six days earlier, police had opened 
fire with rifle-propelled tear gas 
cannisten after the students tried to 
march from Nasser Mosque in cen- 
tral ' Asyut back to thdr campus- 
hostds. A worker who the students 
say joined their protest.

march, (he students say. 

Interior Minister Nabawi Ismail 
tdd the National Assembly last 
Monday that the woiker already 
beu in the hospital and died 
from prior injuries unconnected to 
the protesL But whatever (he truth.

To Quell Unrest in Assam

NEW DELHI, April 6 (NYT) — 
The governor of the uoubled lo^an 
state of Assam yesterday declared 
the re^n a di.sturbed area, thus 
paving the way for the use of armed 
forces to quell disorders. 

The proclamation, which goes 
into effect today, said: “The ritua- 
tion is in such a dbturbed and dan- 
gerous condition that the use of 
anned forces in aid of civil power is 
necessary." • 

The decision has come after an 
intensifying popular protest by the 
Assamese majority, whidi is de- 
manding the removal of citizenship 
from the millions of people who 
faatv settled in the state either as 
refugees from Bangladesh or os mi- 
grants from other parts of Insha or 
elsewhere. 

The protest has mounted during 
the last five months. Essentially, the 
students who have been leading the 
10-month campaign, have demand- 
ed that the names of "foreigners" 
be stricken from the voting rolls. 

Their agitation has so far pre- 
vented parliamentary elections 
from taking place in the state, 
closed schools and universities and, 
most importantly, has shut the flow 
of crude oil along' a 200-niiIe pipe- 
line from wells in the state to a re- 
finery outside. 


As the government, moved 
tow^ tougher policies. Zail Singh, 
the home minister, yesterday 
wanted demonstrators in Assam 
that, althou^ the central gpveni- 
menc was se^ng an amicable solu- 
tion. it would not act “as a silent 
spectator*' if the agitation contin- 
ue. 

(The governor of Assam said to- 
day the situation was under control 
after a government crackdown on 
ci^*il unrest. Reuters reported. At 
the same utne. student leaders said 
(hey would continue peaceful dem- 
onstrations in suppon of a cam- 
paign to expel Ben^i, Bangladeshi 
and Nepali tmmigrants from As- 
sam.] 

While the protest in .^ssam has 
noi yet generated secessionist slo- 
gans. there is growing concern in 
New Delhi that the entire northeast 
area lying between CTiina. Burma 
and T^^adesh is being swept by 
resentment of what is seen as domi- 
nation bv Indians from the plains.

Peace with Israel is agtunsl Islam, 
be asserted because "anyone who 
takes away a piece of Islamic land is 
considered an enemy." Finally, he 
said. Mr. Sadat's efforts to link 
Egypt more closely to the West are 
wrong because the Egyptian people 
oppose them. 

Mr. Gazar claimed that alt 
Moslem students in Egypt's univo’- 
sity system are consider^ members 
of his Islamic Groupings. Inde- 
pendent analysts say that the 
grxnips' membmhip is indeed grow- 
ing but still constitutes a imnoriiy 
among the country's students. 


CIcrgv-'s Role Gtcd 


Diplomats and other obs^ers 
with long experience in Egypt have 
said that the Moslem groups' real 
power lies in their potential to mo- 
bilize aowds already dissatisTM 
with such problems as inflation and 
lack of adequate employraoii for 
university graduates. ThQ* dte the 
role of Iran's Moslem cli^' in ex- 
citing and directing the Iranian peo- 
ple's anger at (he shah. 

Egypt's own clergy is supported 
by the government and little in- 
clined to participate in the student 
fundamentalists' drive against the 
government. However, at least cme 
fundamentalut preacher. Sheikh 
Abdel Hamid Kishk, draws large 
crowds every Friday with emottonal 
appeals (or a return (o purist Islam- 
ic principles. 

The growing popularity of bis 
theme has arous^ concern in re- 
cent months among the country's 
Coptic minority, wluch comprises 2 
million to 7 niillion of Egypt's 42 
nullion citizens. An alleged attempt 
at forced conversion of Coptic ^ris 
in Alexandria for marriage to 
Modem youths generated an unusu- 
al protest by Patriarcit Shenudah 
Iff. (he church leader. 

To dramatize Coptic fears, 'tiw 
pope retreated to a monastery in 
the desert at Wadi el Nairun. about 
65 miles nonbwesi of Cairo. He and 
his bishoK would boycott Easter 
services, m church antuninced, to 
underline their contention that the 
government has done too little to 
protect Copts from Moslem abuses. 

In general, Moslem-Christion re- 
lations are smooth in ^71. Mr. 
Sadat, and Nasser before ruin, haw 
made a point of honor of protecting 
the minvirity. Since a burning and 
two bombings of Coptic churches 
recently. hCM-ever, there is increas- 
ing talk of ill will between the cum* . 
muniues. 

Reflecting Lhis attilude. an edu- 
cated Coptic woman said recently 
that the Copts should form their 
own militia uke that of the Moron- 
ties in Lebanon. A recently married 
Moslm said (hat some fundomen- 
talisi friends urged him to foreswear 
birth control because it was a plot 
by the Copts to lower the Mosl^' 
birthrate and thereby gain more 
powrer.

CHICAGO, April 6 (NYT) — Po- 
lice in Evansum. IIL. have seized a 
huge cache of weapons 4ad arrssied 
1 1 persons, mcludmg Cailos Torres, 
an all^^ . leader d tbe FALN 
Puerto Mean guerrilla oiganizaiion, 
after respemding to a rq>ort that a 
su^MCtous looking group oi joggers 
was nwlfing rqieated visits to a 
parked van. 

A spdtesman for the FBI said 
that the arrests on Friday included 
Mr. Torres; his wife, Marie Hayde: 
who was also listed as a fugitive, 
and Ida Luz Rodriguez, who has 
beoi sought as a material witness in 
several bomlungSL 

In Washingtoo, FBI officials said 
yesterday that it was too early to 
assess die inqxirtaDce of the arrests 
in Chicago, espedally because sev- 
eral of the n peiwas arrested had 
not yet identified. 

A spcAesman for the bureau said 
that the persons arrested probably 
constitute the leadership ra Puerto 
Rican sqiaratist activities based in 
QbckOs But tbe ^xAesman said it 
was likely that ot^ Ihierto Ricas 
exiremistawBre still at large in other 
cities. 

On Most Wanted list 

Mr. Torres had become one of 
tbe FBI’s 10 most wanted fu^iives 
because of his alleged mvohtoeut 
m a number of bombings by the 
Fueraas Armadas de Ubei^on 
Nacion^ or Aimed Forces of Na- 
tional labexatioa, mdud^ tbe Jan- 
uary, 197S. bombiiig oi tiie historic 
Fr»mces Tavern in New York. 
Four customers were kflled and 55 
were mured in the explosion that 
demolished the restaurant during 
the lunch hour. 

An FBI official in Washington 
said that'tbe FALN, which seeks in- 
dqiendence for Pnoio Rko, is sus- 
proted (tf a role in more than 100 
bombing in Chicago, New York, 
Washinnon and Newark that 
caused five deaths. 80 iniuries and 
more than S3.S million of damage 
in recent years. ' 

The most recent attack for which 
the organizatioD took credit in- 
volved tbe armed invasion of tbe 
Caiter-Moodale campaigB ofixes 
here and the George Bush cam- 
paign itffice in New Yoik on March 
15. • 

In the attack here, the intruders 
plfered files eftntatnmg the names, 
addresses and telqxhoiie numbers 
of supporters of the Carter-Mon- 
dale tidcet, rimed telephone cables 
from the walls and spr^painted 
PuCTto Rican nationalist slogans bn 
tbewaOs. 

The Evanston attack began Fri- 
day aftemora, when an armed cou- 
ple entered tiw Bodgei Rent-A-Car 
office and stole a van. according to 


James Ingram, the agent in charge 
of the FBI Field Office here. 

Security officers saw the van 
parked ou the campus of 
Northwestern University. The Ev- 
anston police then set up a stakeout 
and arrested two armed posons 
who returued to the van. 

A short lime later a retident of a 
neighborhood arfaaceot to tbe uni- 
versity called police to r^xirt what 
she thought was suspicious activity 
—a group of pe^Ie m jogging suits 
repeatedly ru nning up to and mto a 
pi^ed van. then emer^ng a short 


time later and jogging away. Tbe 
resideat said she doubted that tbe 
people were really joggers when she 
saw one li^t a cigarette. 

Tbe police went to the van and 
^scovered a large quantity of 
hanrigiinc and nfles and later, called 
the I%L Mr. Ingrw said. The nine 
persons, who emri^ no identifica- 
tion, were arrested afia* refiisiu to 
^vulge tito names, he said. Ito 
were charged with possession 
of weapons. None made a state- 
ment othCT than to shout: '^Free

ClA officials- admitted that they 
are worried about the impresrion ca 
unfairness arisii^ from their review 
system, but twarntainwi that some 
toller 'offidsls can be trusted more 
readily than others. 

The CIA’s ceosmship practioes- 
have come under scrutiny as tbe re- 
sult of a sweejmm Supreme Court 
dectaon upholdmg the secrecy 
agreements that the CIA requires of 
its employees and also inqibses on 
ibem after they leave the r^ency. 

The briefing for tbe House Intd- 
ligjence Committee was held in exec^ 
utive session March 6 at tbe CIA’s 
request, but an abri^ed transcript 
was fio^y prepared for puUic re- 
lease at the urging of Rq>. Les As- 
pm, D-Wis. 

Rep. As[nn said in an iziteiview 
that me CIA softened one exchange 
in the testimony slightly, but that 
the transcr^t still ^ows that the 
agency q^iears to have ’‘a very ar- 
Ntrary ara capricious system.'*

‘‘It also gives the iippressicm, if 
not the fact, ttf their gc^ after tbe 
CIA’s critics and leaving the oid- 
txty network alone,” Rj^ Aspin 
said. “We have, in essence, an oper- 
atk» here that raises more ques- 
tions that it answers.” 

The CIA’s censorship rules are so 
broad- that they c^d be construed 
to cover even casnal remarks, ac- 
cording to a copy submitt^ to the 
House conmuiiee. Huy require em- 
plcyem and former eniployees to 
submit “all writings ana scripts or 
outlines of 01^ presentations in- 
tended for nonofficial pubheation, 
mduding works ttf fiction,” to the 
CIA’s Publications Review Board if 
they make “any mention of intelli- 
gence ^la or activities.”

Iran: Enough 


Now Easter has passed. The U.S. hostages 
in Tehran were seized on Nov. 4. That’s long 
enough. There is no need now to second- 
guess the policy by which President Carter 
has tried to extricate them over the last five 
months but there is a need to look reality in 
the face. If things are in fact the way they 
. appear, the administration’s policy of idter- 
nating sanctions and concessions has failed. 
The hostages are not free, not even trans- 
ferred to dte ostensible government of Iran. 
Prospects for their liber^, or transfer, by a 
continuance of the present poli^ are dim. 
The. United States, far from garning respect 
for its restraint and forbearance, is increas- 
ingly seen as a country that shrinks from as- 
sotmg what even its enemies recognize as a 
Intimate interest in protecting its diplomats 
from a mob. 

The latest sequence of negotiations be- 
tween Washin^n and Tehran puts the issue 
beyond argument. The United States has 
made concessions of the son one might ex- 
pect from a nation that had lost a war. Each 
concession has been met with a demand for 
aimtber. The divisions and dilutes mthin 
Irm that are responsible for the impasse 
seem almost self-perpetuating. It is a moot 
point whether Iranians who draw political 
profit and ^notional gratification from the 
holding of the hostages and from the negoti- 
ating over them have any intention of letting 
them go. 

* * * 

Meanwhile, the condition of the hostages 
w(»seas. Suicide attempt^ punitive solitary 
confinements and continuous harassment 
and psydiological pressuring of some prison- 
ers are reported. Not all of the captives are 
accounted for. Even under the best circum- 
stances — **best” is an odd w^ in this con- 
text — it is said that at least a couple of 
months will have to pass before tfaoe can be 
a tearing of the Iranians' promise to have 
their as-yeuundected paxhament consider 
the freeing of the hosta^. In those months 
these prisoners would continue to be subject- 
ed to terrible maltreatment. 

So enou^ A review of poliqr is unavoida- 
ble. Until now the premise has been that a 
calculated show of flexibility and moderation 
on the U.S. side would induce a matdung 
response on the other side. But this has not 
happened. ^ remarkable and far-reaching set 
of U.S. ooDCessioiis, rangin g from abstention 


from force throu^ the suspension of new 
pressures to the acceptance of an official gag, 
has not freed the prikniers. The only reason- 
able concliisioa is that this string of diploma- 
cy has been played out Its lixnitatioos have, 
we bdieve, been demonstrated and provoi to 
most Americans. In the common internation- 
al view, too, the United States has been sore- 
ly tried: It has acted in a responrible and 
mature way and for its pains it has received 
only humilia ticm and a demand for further 
h umiliatio n — still with DO assurance . that 
the hostages will be released. 

* * • 

A new 2q)proach is required, one arising 
from the recognition that U.S. moderation, 
rather than subtly helping the less fana^ 
playem in Te^an, has been commandeered 
by die radicals. U.S. restraint has undercut 
the argument of those making it in Tehran 
that it is more in Iran’s interest to release the 
hostage than to hold' them. Restraint hag 
served the radicals* claim that it is not on^ 
safe but profitable to take advantage of the 
United States. This argument must be rebut- 
ted — for the of the priscmers and for 
the sake of U.S. interests extending far be- 
yond Iran. 

Fresh sanctions are evidently being 
weighed by the administration. Good. They 
should be The United States riipuld 

spare no effort to find new ways, involving 
foreigners as well as Americans, to raise the 
cost of Iranian CTiminality. The additional 
pressures the administration considers 
should not be ambi^pus, indiiect or in slow 
motion. They should be direct and conse- 
quentiaL Mcnxover, thm should be no halt 
or hesitation in applying these pressures until 
the c^tives are rdtea^. Ir anian defiance 
has bankrupted the ^lier notion of nourish- 
ing the eflorts those Iranians tr^ng to 
work from wi thin to free the piisonos. Those 
e^orts deserve appredatimi; their authors* 
weakness forces tte United States to take an- 
otherooiirse. 

For a man of ^mmy Carter's gentle philos- 
ophy, nothing could be more personally 
wrenching than to embark on a policy of es- 
calating opai-ended pressure, ^^t Iran’s 
conduct coi]cq)els him to dedde, however, is 
how dse he can efiectivdy assert the U.S. 
interest in saving the prisoners and the self- 
respect ^ the United States.

Reviving Camp David 


You would never know it from their 
straioed approadi to the event, but a gather- 
iog of the leaders of Egypt, Israel and the 
United States should be a celebration. These 
countries are, or should be, fervent allies in a 
stormy region. If they don’t stand together, 
they ^ surdy sink in the sands separately. 

Uniquely in the Moslem ^ddle East, 
President Sadat beUeves that t^ Arab quar- 
ry with Israel are trivial b^de the danger 
of Soviet endrclement. Unclaunted by the 
fate of the shah of Iran and the obvious risks 
to himgdf and his country, Sadat has 
ma tched fais policy to his perception. He has 
embraced Isr^ and made himself unas- 
hamedly dependent on the vdsdom and aid 
of the Umted States. Such a trader deserves 
reassurance, after the bungling of recent 
months, that U.S. diplomacy values fais com- 
mitment and will not again depredate the 
Camp Da^ process with petty appease- 
ments of its opponents. 

Prime Minig tcr B^jn, too, deserves better 
than he has recently received when, next 
we^ he follows Sadat to Washington His 
present sq>pFoach to the Palestinians is un- 
wise and dai^efous, but hardly moreso than 
that of the U.S. or, occasionally, of the 
United States. Camp David is a threo-leg^ 
Stool that will not stand without the support 
of Israel, including its reqxmsible hardliners. 
They may underestimate the chances of 
peace in the West Bank, as they did the 
chances vdth EgypL But Israel will pursue a 
more condliatory path only if the case for it 
is made by a Unit^ States vritose vision and 
support they trust 

* * * 

Crudely put Egypt’s diploma -is what 
the Unit^ States now offers as a modd to 
much of the Middle East and Israel’s conces- 
sions are an inducement That is the essential 
q)iiit of Camp David; those who truly reject 
that accord make thonsdves the c^)ponents 


of U.S. purpose. If Camp David is to be b^t 
upon, its three partners need to do it jointly, 
not in separate approacfara to those oppo- 
nents. 

<^-«mp David promised Palestinians five 
years of ill-defiued “autonomy,” during 
which rival daimie to Sovereignty in the West 
Bank would be negotiated. ^ energetically 
implanting segregated Isradi settlements in 
that region, Israd seeks to cbaiitge its charac- 
ter and to make, its division or transfer im- 
possible. That is one dear threat to the spirit 
of Camp David. 

Sadat’s failure to interest Jordan and the 
Palestinians in the n^tiations, even on a 
conditional basis, also threatens the accord. 
His defiance of the Arab world has been ad- 
mirable, but he should not pretend that his 
isolation is mainly caused by Israd. However 
stingy and sdf-defeating the Isradi approach 
to “autonomy,” it b^jins to recognize the le- 
^timacy of some Palestinian claims and has 
not been redprocated. 

‘ » 

Here then is an obvious place to inqnove 
the Gamp David environment. The main is- 
sues of the .moment are defining “autonomy” 
and halting the Isradi settlement of the West 
Bank. The United States is right to regard 
tlie settlements as an obstade to n^uation. 
But the refusal of Jordan and the Palestini- 
ans to Jtnn the talks are also obstade& 

The two could, in fact, be usefully connect- 
ed: let Jordan and the West Bankers know 
t hat the best way to protect thdr daims of 
sovereignly against Israeli settlement for at 
least five years is to join the n^otiations. 
Israd shoi^ be pressed to c^er to halt the 
settlement — as soon as th^ do join. Then 
the blame for deterioration in the Camp Da- 
^d process would shift to the true “rejection- 
ists,” and the Canq) David partners would 
have rid thenisd'ras of a destructive tension.

Mr. Saiaverria is part of HI Salva- 
dor's oU order, the pee^le who 
luve in effect run the country for 
most of tile past century — the crti- 
garchy. they are often called. He is 
one oil the people the current U.S.- 
backed goverenient says it is trying 
to strip of power, one d* the people 
the extreme left would kill ot kid- 
nap gjven the opportuiuty. 

Mr. Salavema does not talk 
about otiearchy. but about the trtd 
days of he calls “democracy a 
la Salvadorena.*' which, as far as be 
was concerned, affmded the people 
the freedom tiwy n e ed ed . He ofren 
portrays himsdf as the Retire of 
past governments. It was they, he 
says, who l^t him from improving 
the lot of his peasants. He especially 
portrays him^f as a victim of the 
present regime. 

About 140 of the largest farms in 
B Salvador have been taken ^ the 
government in an effort to imple- 
ment sweeping land reforms, to un- 
dercut the demands of the left and 
to break the eeoiuMnic and political 
power of the right. Mr. Saiaverria is 
the only landowner who has openly 
resisted the seizure of his property 
by troops and land reform offir^s.

On Atomic Waste 

TOKYO. April 6 (UPI) — Japan 
and the Unit^ States are expected 
to hold Iriks next month on a U.S. 
plan 10 store radioactive waste on a 
Pacific island, the Japanese newspa- 
per Yomiuri Shimbun reported to- 
day. 

lihe newspaper said the two na- 
tions have begun arranging for the 
May negotiations. Many Pacific na- 
tions have opposed the plan, which 
the United States proposed a year 
ago tn a bid to place nuclear waste 
under its control to prevent nuclear 
weapon proliferation. 

Japan, a major nuclear energy 
producer, and other Asian countries 
prefer to reprocess spent nuclear 
fuel, a policy the United States op- 
poses beausc reprocessing produc- 
es plutonium, from which nuclear 
weapons can be made. U.S. officials 
have mentioned Wake and Midway 
islands, and one of the Hawaiian 
group, as possible waste storage 
sites. 

Government sources said the 
United States wsnts to store waste 
from nuclear power plants not only 
in Japan but also in other Pacific 
nations, including South Korea. 
Taiwan and the Philippines, ail of 
which have increased their use of 
nuclear power. Japan depends on 
Britain and France lu reprocess its 
radioactive waste until the country 
builds a reprocessing plant.

U.K. Post Office engineer, Prestd is 
a setvioe to wfiicb pages of ioforma- 
tioD are called up from a computer 
by means of a conveniional tele- 
phone line and are displayed on a 
modified television set. A remote- 
eoncrol device, resembling a pocket 
calculator, lets users select tnfonna- 
tion and, in some cases, enter ihdr 
responses into the computer. 

Since its launching as the world's 
first public view-data system a year 
ago. Prestel has acquiu-ed a data 
base of 150ilOD “pages." or frames, 
provid^ up-to-^te information 
on subjects nuiging from share pric- 
es and foreign exchange rates to 
railway timetables and cinema 
schedules. In fact, Prestel eaua^ a 
gmaH furor last month when tt was 
disclosed that its data included a 
buyer's guide to pornographic 
bookstores. Although the Off- 
ice has an ofikial policy of nonin- 
tervention in editorial matters, the 
guide was quickly deleted. 

Informatioo Siyplios 

More than 200 different organ- 
izations supply Prestel with infor- 
mation, includiing one-person enter- 
prises as well as professional infor- 
mation-gaihereis such as the Finan- 
cial Tunes and the Asscciaied 
Press-Dow Jones news service. To 
receive the information, viewers pay 
a few pence for each frame, on top 
of the cost of a modlTied TV set, 
which amounts to £24 ($S2l a 
month in rent, a common practice 
here, or between £800 and £1,!^ to 
buy. Those systems that are sold are 
manufacture and marketed in ihe 
private sector. 

Due partly to delays in set manu- 
factuiing and software, there are so 
far only 2,500 Prestel subscribers, of 
whom nearly 2,100 are business ex- 
ecutives. Now. however, the Post 
Office estimates that more than 
50,000 sets wtU be produced in 
1980. and it plans to malcg inroads 
in the domestic market 
“We aim to add tens of thou- 
sands trf new viewers this year.** 
said Alex Rdd, Prestel’s outgoing 
director, who is to take charge of 
the Post Office's business systems 
this month.

FurUtermore, Prestel in Britain is 
heavily dependent on telephone in- 
stallation workers, who are not gen- 
erally noted for their effidency, and 
on the telephone lines themselves, 
which are notorious here for static 
and Crossed lines.

The 
Dow Jones industrial average was 
anything but flashy, but it rwawa^wH 
a gain of 6.48 points, dosing at 
784.13. 

Sweetness Lost 

While equity prices to 

improv’e after their recent drubUng, 
to honeypot of profits for a num- 
ber of corporations is losing some 
of its sweetness. The message was 
clear: high inflation and rising costs 
are crimping profit progress for a 
host of industries. 

Also the escalation in interest 
rates last week meant that changes 
for clients who borrow money from 
brokers now exceed 20 percent 
These sky-high rates are troobling 
enough. They q>ell even more trmi- 
ble if the stodcs purchased on mar- 
gin are falling in price. 

One broker dted another ride of 
the dilemma: “Even if your custom- 
er is ri^t on his stock sdection,' 
that doesn't necesraiily mean he's 
going to wind up with a profit For 
example, if he buys a stock at 50 
and bolds it one year, while paying 
more than 20 percent interest over 
dial period, then sells the stock at 
60, he loses money.'*

which he Cc^yri^ted in Washing- 
ton. “The \'ab' part was a natural," 
he told The New York Times in 
1974. 40 years after the first taxi- 
cabs af^ared. *Tbe ‘taxi’ came 
from a French company ihat made 
meters for horse iahs. called ‘taxi- 
meters.' That means a meter that ar- 
ranges for the lax. I merely com- 
bined the two."

Frands St e e g muller is a taO, grandly built 
man. Shiriev Huzard tall and delicate. Both 
are 'narrow-faced with long, imperial noses; as 
they pose for ^ctupes, it is a turkey buzzard 
shaiiing companionably whh an egret 

Down the Hieplace is an ISth-mtuiy 
effigy of a cat: bdiind it are three sentimental 
kittens, cut from advertisements. It is comical 
but something other than cute; a sign of sub- 
im^on to acrafL The SieegnuiUers love.cats 
but live ones would be a disturbance. In the 
middle of the silence of a writer's house lies an 
im-alid: the book being worked on.
